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IC4A Championships 
Stanfield Great in Runs, Jump

Philadelphia, May 26--With a new American record for a 
furlong around a turn, one of the longest broad jumps in 
recent years, and an open-water win over a good 100+vard 
field, Andy Stanfield succeeded in turning the spctlight 
from Cornell's team triumph in the Diamond Jubilee running 
of the ICAAAA championships at Franklin Field. 

But despite these achievements the lean Seton Hall sen- 
for failed for the third successive year to win the sprint- 
jump triple which Barney Ewell did win--three times--in the 
IC4A classic. A stupendous 25-9 3/4 jump by Meredith Gour- 
dine of the Cornells edged Stanfield's almost-as-stupendous 
25-9 leap, thus thwarting the triple bid. 

The official American record for the 220-turn (21.2 by 
Ralph Metcalfe in 1933) was put in shame this afternoon by 
Stanfield's roaring 20.6. This clocking also shaded by sev- 
eral tenths all other bent-furlong marks which have been re- 
corded in recent years but not accepted. 

To return to the jumping feats, all of which were per- 
formed yesterday in the trials, G. & S. showed little respect 
for Dick Barber's 20-year-old meet record of 25-33. The Cor- 
nellian surpassed that marke on each of his fair jumps, his 
series being: foul, 25-5 7/8, 25-9 3/4, pass. The Setonian

Western Conference 
Rain Soaked Illinois Victorious

Evanston,I11.;May 25 - The Big 10 played host to an uninvited and defin- 
itely unwanted guest in the 5lst annual Western Conference track meet, 
narely, one Jupiter Fluvious. Because of Selective Service exars on Sat- 
urday the preliminaries were held on Thureday and the finals were sched- 
uled to’ start at 6 P.M. Friday evening. Almost on the dot of six the 
heavens opened and the rains came. By the third running event the track 
wae corpletely water-logged. 

Out of the ruck and mire the Fighting Illini, pre-meet favoritee, 
emerged the victor in the team battle. At one time in the meet Illinois 
wee 16 points behind a surprisingly strong Michigan State squed. But the 
Tllini came through to win with 55 1/2 points. Michigan State finished 
a sound second with 49 points in its first appearance in the outdoor 
title meet. Indiana was third with '32 and Michigan, who had been expected 
to give Illinois a rough time, fell to fourth with 27. Other scores: 
Iowa 2C, Purdue 17, Minnesota 9, Wisconsin &, Ohio State 7 1/2, and 
Northwestern C. 

Despite the weather three reet records fell, and, in fact , because 
of the weather, a US indoor mark was broken. All field events except the 
discus were moved inside on Friday. The new marke were in the 440y, the 
mile, and the pole vault. Each of the record breakers figured in double 
wine as well. Cirilo McSween of Illinois, who set a "two turn” 44C mark,

Invitational saw the most exciting and outstanding meet 


of the season to date. 


Bob McMillen of Occidental was voted the outstand- 
ing athlete off his 4:09 mile victory over Alf Holmberg and 
Willem Slykhuis, but Dick Attlesey turned in a 13.7, 22.9 
hurdles double, and Jim Fuchs won the shot at 57'93" and 


placed second in the discus at 160'4 3/4", 


Another great 


performance was John Barnes' 1:50.1 half mile, third fastest 
ever run by a college undergraduate. 

McMillen's mile victory was one of the closest 
fast miles since the San Romani - Lash - Cunningham affair 


of 1937. 


McMillen forced the pace from the start, closely

Los Angeles Coliseum, June 8--Jim Newcomb and Bob McMil- 
len, who tangled in a sensational 4:07.7 mile last year, did 
not met in this year's Southern Pacific AAU meet but were 
both among the featured performers of the evening. 

Newcomb held off a last lap challenge by Wally Wilson 
for a narrow 3:55.1 win at 1500m. while McMillen ran all by 
himself for a 9:10.9 two mile clocking--the fastest by a 
collegian this season. He clocked a 4:26.2 mile and then 
eased the pace, 

The best performance of the meet was Dick Attlesey's 
13.7, but the great hurdler does it so often such times are 
commonplace and practically unapplauded. Craig Dixon ran 
another 13.9 flight and soph Jack Davis of USC won the lows 
in 23.0, r2ating the improving Dixon by a yard. Davis also 
beat teammate Art Barnard for third in the highs. 

Walt Jensen was another Trojan to top his personal best 
winning the pole vault by a foot at 14-6, 

Continuing his unbeaten skein in the 440 was Johnny 
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Fred Wilt’s 8:54.5 Is New 
National Two Mile Record 
Providence, R.I., May 30— 
Fred Wilt set a new National 
record for the 2-mile with a 
time of 8:54.5. Only seven 
men in the world, all Swedes 
or Finns, have run faster. 
Beating a crack field in 
a special event during a high 
school meet, Wilt reeled off 
an even pace for the entire 
distance, His lap times were 
63, 67, 68, 69, 69, 68.5, 
68.5, and 61.5. (His time for 
1 3/4 miles was a second slow- 
er than Don McEwen ran in his 
NCAA record 9:01.9 last year.) 
The track was heavy from a 
recent downpour and the best 
second place Horace Ashenfel- 
ter could do was 9:08.4. Curt 
Stone beat Walt Molineux, 22- 
year-old Brown sophomore, by 
inches in 9:18.0.

To Heptagonal Victory 


London, June 5--The IAAF 
finally got around to recogni- 
zing Mel Patton's 20.2 furlong 
and it is now in the record 
books as the official mark for 
both the 220 yards and 200 me- 
ters. 

Also recognized were Bab 
Mathias'score of 8042 in the 
decathlon and A. Filiput's 51. 
9 in the 440 hurdles. 

Patton's mark, established 
May 7, 1949 at Los Angeles, 
erased from the books Jesse 
Owens' 20.3 performance of 19% 
35. The former decathlon mark 
of "300 points was set by 
Glenn- Morris in 1936 and was 
broken June 29-30, 1950 at 
Tulare,Calif. Filiput made his 
record October 8 at Milan,It-

Jim Reardon gave the 
mainliners third in the mile relay on his 48.1 anchor leg, 
Also Bill Ireland of Syracus crossed the 2-mile finish line 
a surprising fourth. 

Stanfield won the 100 final in 9.7 bn a track that sel- 
dom produces a century under 10 flat. Joe Schatzle and Lin- 
dy Remigino were 2-3 behind Stanfield in both sprints. Sch- 
atzle's 21.1 for the long dash also was under the listed 
mark. 

Dick Maiocco of NYU nipped Charley Moore of Cornell in 
a high class 440 final in whichWilbur Cunningham returned a 
48.3 but couldn't get in the money. Maiocco and Moore 
crossed in 47.5. 

Georgetown's middle distance men were not sharp and 
failed to win any of the three first set aside for them.

to run this one. Alf Holmberg, a third orange-clad runner, 

was m Wim's heels until the third lap when he went past 

Slikhuis. McMillen scorched the track with a 58.5 opening 

lap and continued the Doddsian pace through a 2:00.9 half 

and a 3:06 three quarters, where he was neck-and-neck with 

Holmberg. Jim Newcomb of USC, weary from his fine 4:10.7 

and 9:18.1 double of three nights before, was never in the 

race. 

All around the last lap the crowd roared itself 
hoarse as the three runners in orange fought it out. Coming 
into the home stretch it was still anybody's race, with 
Slykhuis only two yards back in third place. But the Dutch- 
man's famed kick never materialized and McMillen held off a 
game Holmberg to the tape, winning by two feet. 

The half mile, second in the series of Whitfield vs 
Barnes duals, was as close as the mile until the last half 
lap. Whitfield set a reluctant pace, pushed faster by the 
presence of Barnes on his heels. The Olympic champion and 
world record coholder ran a slow 28.4 220 and a mediocre 
55.3 quarter, but the pace picked up then. Barnes tried to 
pass on the back stretch, but Whitfield moved out and 
elbowed him back. Angered, the more inexperienced Barnes 
spurted ahead and cut in sharply ahead of Whitfield, 
causing the champion to break his stride and wave a hand in 
protest. Barnes passed the 660 in 1:24.4 and put on a rare 
sprint, flashing the last 220 in 25.7. Bob Chambers of the 
LAAC sprinted past the fading Whitfield in the stretch and 
was declared the winner when Barnes was disqualified, much 
to the disgust of the crowd which booed loudly. 

Andy Stanfield led the 100 for 75 yards but pulled 
up with cramp in his left leg, forcing him, also, to with- 
draw from his attempt to break the world's 220 record and 
from his dual with George Brown in the broad jump. Brown 
would have been hard to beat. The UCLA sophomore had 
successive jumps of 25'4", 25'82", 25'9", and a foul jump 
which measured 26 feet even from the point of take-off. 

In addition to Brown's foul jump and Barnes' 
disqualified 1:50.1, two other good marks did not count. 
Bob Richards cleared 15 feet on his fourth try, and San 
Jose's Herm Wyatt cleared 6'7 7/8" on his fourth attempt. 

Attlesey's high hurdle victory was just another 
13.7 race to him (only one other race in pening ka |  ! another 
hurdler, has been faster), but his 22.9 low hurdle triumph 
was a perscnal record, and good time for a man who says, 
"I'm no low hurdler". He led Craig Dixon by a yard and a 
half at «he fifth hurdle, with Jack Davis third, and held 
his lead over Davis to the finish. 

Other outstanding performances were Walt McKibben's 
20.6 220; Dick Doyle's 169'8 3/4" discus throw, longest in 
the nation and leaving him still undefeated in the U.S.; a 
9:29 2-mile by a Whittier frosh, Russ Bonham; and a 49'53" 
shot put by a left-handed high school boy, Clyde Wetter. 

. Close. competition thrilled the crowd in the 440, 
mile relay, and javelin, which was held all by itself for 
an hour before anything else started. With every throw . 
measured and announced to the crowd, the lead changed 
hands between Bill Miller and Steve Seymour, with Seymour, 
the national champion, barely missing first place on his 
last throw. The 2l-year-old Miller won at 228'8 3/4", 

John Bradley, USC's student body president, went 
out in front as usual and barely held off tall Gary Green 
of Los Angeles City College in a 47.7 440. The fifth man 
in this race finished in 48.2. 

The mile relay was a thriller with John Barnes 
barely beating out San Diego with a 47.6 anchor lap. San 
Diego's Mahon ran 47.8. The Los Angeles Athletic Club, 
thanks to a 48.6 second leg by Don Halderman, finished only 
three yards behind. Barnes committed another foul in coming 
from third place in this race, but was not disqualified.

Mitchell’s 1:51.6 Is Meet Record

Los aaa May 28 & 29 - Scintillating in every event, SC's irrepress- 
ble ojans rolled up a record total of 8428 »oints to monopolize the 
2lst annual PCC meet. It was the best PCC spikefest in a decade as marks 
and competition were excellent, 

The big surprise of the evening came in the 880 when underfated Hugh 
Mitchell of UCLA whipped Washington State's Clem Lischen by 2 yds in the 
only meet record of the evening. The time was 1:51.6, Eischen 1:51.8, St's 
Wehking 1:53, Ore's Hutchins 1:53.5, Wash's liorgan 1:53.8, UCLA's Nangen 
1:54. Hutchins had a tremendous kick but he was too far off the pace. 

The most exciting event of the meet, the mile, gave very little pron- 
ise of being so when only 5 runners showed-up at the starting line. appar- 
ently the presence of SC's Jim Newcomb and WSC's 5111 Parnell scared all 
the milers into the 880 or two mile. 

Parnell took the lead immediately, followed by s¢'s art Garcia and 
Newcomb, while a couple of UCLA two-milers, Phillips and Donahue trailed. 
The time for the first lap was 60.5 and Parnell. had a three yard lead at 
the B80 in 2:04.5. Newcomb was third about 5 yds behind Garcia. At the 
1320 Garcia took the lead a stride ahead of Parnell with Newcomb €& yards 
back, Time, 3:10.5. Parnell quickly regained the lead as they entcred the 
backstretch and Newcomb began to close ground, passed Garcia and with an 
increased burst of speed took the lead from Parnell. As they entered the 
home stretch Farnell tried to edge ahead but Newcomb held him off desrer- 
ately all the way to the tape to win by one foot in the excellent time 
of 4:10.7. “Parnell 4:10.8, Garcia 4:18.2, Phillips 4:27.8, Donahue 4:37.7. 
It was the 2nd fastest mile in Pacific Coast Conference history. 

SC's student body president, John Bradley, scored a 2 yd victory 
over Northern Division champ, Don Miller of Idaho in the good time of 
48.4, The race was run on two turns. Miller ran 48.6, Cal's Hutchinson 
48.8, Ore's Bullier 48.9, SC's Nicholson 49.0. 

Oregon State's Mervin Brock, the Northern Division champ, was heaved 
out of the hundred for two jumps, and UCLA's Bob Work and Rod Richard hit 
the tape together in 9.8. SC's Al Mejia was a close third, Parsons of 
Stanford 4th and UCLA's Brown placed Sth. False starts marred this event, 

Work, Brown and Mejia virtually deadheated in a 21.6 furlong, with 
SC's Sorgen 4th and Brock 5th. Officials gave Work and Brown a tie af- 
ter reviewing photos of the finish. 

Troy's Jack Davis won both hurdles narrowly from teammate Art Barn- 
ard in 14.4 and 23.4. Davis might have run much faster in the lows if he 


had not hit hurdles. 


Amazing Chief Newcomb proved that he had returned to his 1950 form, 
winning the two-mile in 9:18.1 to complete the greatest distance double 
in PCC history. The Chief ran in the middle of the pack for six laps as 
Northern Division Champ Chuck Weinmann of Idaho set the pnace(65-2:14,8- 
3:226,6-4:39.4-5:52.8) closely followed by Stanford's Bob Simon. Newcomb 
moved-up swiftly with a lan to go as Weinmann weakened and Simon took 
the lead, Simon held off Newcomb until the final turn when the latter 


took the lead to win going away. Simon, whose fastest previous time was 
9:41,.1, ran 9:19.6. SC's Berg ran 9:22, Ore's Turner 9:25.4, and Wein- 
mann 9:27.5, (Simon's tine at 13/4mi, 8:15.3. Newcomb's last lap, 60.5). 
SC's Parry O'Brien won the shot with a put of 54'9;". The 5 place- 
winners averaged over 52 feet. Stanford's Bob Mathias won the discus on 
his last throw with a mark of 160'42" from Idaho's Duane Taylor (160,'4") 
Three men tied in the hj at 6'5", George Widenfelt(i/), Eric Roberts(\WSC), 
and Danny Miller(0SC). SC's Jack Barnes injured himself,
